There  is  no  reason  that  oo- 
curs  to  our  mind  why  we  should 
not  state  things  precisely  as  they 
appear  to  us.  We  are  not  consci- 
ous of  having  any  friends  to  re- 
ward or  any  enemies  to  punish  in 
connection  with  the  prevailing 
fever  in  Jackson.  We  have  been 
here  at  our  business  since  the  first 
announcement  of  yellow  fever  to 
this  good  hour,  and  have  closely 
observed  the  actions  of  the  people 
and  tho  doctors.  The  vid^H^and 
feelings  of  the  cit'zens  have  been 
like  the  surface  of  a troubled  sea, 
very  uneven.  Sometimes  the  Spir- 
it of  tho  people  has  been  very  low, 
and  at  other  times  a feeling  of  re- 
assurance has  possessed  thdro. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  business 
has  suffered  sevorely.  A leading 
dry  goods  firm  has  just  filed  a pe- 
tition in  bankruptcy  and  assigns 
ar  the  reason,  the  quarantine.  As 
to  the  fever  itself,  it  has  been  noth- 
ing like  as  bad  as  the  people  out- 
side of  Jackson  have  imagined. 
According  to  a conservative  esti- 
mate 9,000  of  Jackson’s  citizens 
have  remained  in  Jackson.  Out  of 
these  9,000  only  55  have  had  fever 
at  all ; and  only  27  of  those  who 
did  have  it  have  died,  even  if  you 
count  every  death  ip  Jackson  sinoe 
September  the  first  a result  of  yel- 
low fever,  which  is  not  true. 

Thore  are  very  few  towns  in  the 
South  of  tho  size  of  Jackson  whose 
mortuary  list  for  September  and 
October  is  less  than  Jackson’s,  not- 
withstanding they  have  been  ex- 
empt from  fever  and  Jackson  has 
had  it  all  these  two  months.  It  can 
be  said  safely  now  on  the  authority 
of  some  of  our  best  physicians  that 
we  have  had  no  yellow  fever  epi- 
demic. And  H is  equally  certain 
that  this  fever  has  been  very  slight- 
ly contagious,  and  just  as  certain 
that  its  mortality  has  been  very 
light,  nothing  like  as  fatal  as  ty-

Faith  and  Regeneration.

In  their  discussions  brethren 
differ  as  to  which  precedes.  As 
presenting  common  ground,  it  is 
said  that  we  cannot  separate  them 
chronologically,  in  point  of  time, 
as  there  cannot  bo  an  unregeuerate 
believer,  or  a regenerate  unbeliev- 
er ; but  that  we  can  and  must  dis- 
tinguish them  logically  and  place 
regeneration  first,  since  there  can 
be  no  manifestation  of  spiritual 
life  before  spiritual  birth,  no  ex- 
pression without  impression. 

Why  should  we  separato  or  dis- 
tinguish them  ? Did  Christ  and 
his  apostles  do  it?  It  is  safe  to 
follow  l hem.  I gather  that  they 
co-ordinated  these  graces,  made 
them  equal  in  order  and  rarik  and 
degree,  without  any  subordination. 
John,  in  his  1st  Epistle  5:1,  sapsc 
“Every  one  who  believes  that  Je- 
sus is  the  Christ  has  been  begotten 
of  God.”  I do  not  see  an  intimation 
here  as  to  the  time — relation  Or  log- 
ical scquonco  of  faith  and  this  di  vise 
begetting.  Every  one  who  is  be- 
gotten of  God  has  also  believed 
that  Jesus  is  tbe  Christ.  The  same 
apostle  in  his  Gospel  (1:12,  13) 
teaches  that  to  believe,  to  bo  born 
of  God,  to  be  a child  of  God,  are 
kindred  and  inseparate  ideas.  “As 
many  as  received  him  to  them  gave 
be  power  to  become  the  sons 
of  God,  even  to  them  that  be- 
lieve on  his  name:  which  were 
born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the 
will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of 
man,  but  of  God.”  I seo  here  not 
a possibility  which  faith  opens, 
but  a great  privilege  emphasised 
of  becoming  children  of  God 
through  faith  in  Christ  and  birth 
from  God.  Stevens  in  his  Joha- 
mine  Theology  says:  “The  com. 
plete  co-ordination  of  receiving 
Christ,  believing  on  Christ,  and 
being  begotten  of  God  shows  that 
faith  is  not  here  contemplated 
merely  us  a condition  precedent  of 
becoming  a son  of  God.  To  be- 
lieve, and  to  be  begotten  of  God 
are  two  inseparable  aspects  of  the 
same  evont  or  process,  and  in 
being  begotten  of  God  one  becomes 
a child  of  God  ; equally,  therefore, 
does  he  become  such  in  the  very 
act  of  believing.  Faith, ’therefore, 
does  not  merely  make  sonsbip  to 
God  possible ; it  is  tbe  actual  en- 
trance into  th«  relation  of  sonsbip

This  is  a very  old  and  trite  sub- 
ject, but  it  deserves  constant  atten- 
tion. 'Sfcero  is  no  special  political 
or  other  efTort  now  being  made 
4mong  us  to  lesson  tho  drink  habit, 
bat  this  evil  abides  with  us.  Tho 
ebarcbes  are  infected  by  it  with 
few  if  any  pxcptions.  Crimes  that 
grow  out  of  it  are  constantly  be- 
ing committed.  The  present  sys- 
tem.of  liquor  selling  ip  South  Car- 
olina is  evidently  not  a solution  of 
the  problem-  If  it  is  not  an  en- 
eneouragetpent  to  so  called  moder- 
ate drinking,  it 'at  least  docs  not 
discourage  the  practice.  It  seems 
to  embody  as  its  foundation  prin- 
ciple, the  questionable  one,  that  so 
long  as  a man  does  not  become  in- 
toiicated  he  may  have  all  the  drink 
that  he  desires.  It  would  be  vain 
to  kttempt  to  convince  some  people 
that  this  principle  is  a false  one. 
80  strongly  is  it  entrenched  in  the 
life  long  habits,  as  well  as  in  the 
too  revered  habits  of  their  fathers, 
that  ono  can  hardly  hopo  to  show 
it  in  its  true  light. 

There  has  been  among  onr  Chris- 
tian peoplejccrta'nly  not  too  mach 
effort  in  a political  way  to  put 
down  tho  traffic,  but  too  littlo  effort 
in  a religion*  way.  We  have  been 
seeking  help  through  the  State,  and 
have  too  mpeh  neglected  the  help 
that  ought  to  be  given  by  tho 
churches.  It  does  seem  u little 
queer  that  we  should  have  songht 
for  prohibition  in  the  law  and  have 
neglected  to  establish  and  maintain 
it  in  our  churches. 

Then,  top,  we  have  been  guilty 
of  unfairness  in  the  matter  of 
charch  discipline.  Wo  huvo  been 
almost  unpnimous  in  excluding 
from  our  membership  the  makers 
and  sellers  of  strong  drink.  But
